3. (Currently amended) The system of claim 1 wherein 
at least the first one of the user equipment is configured 
to display provide a relocate option in o dioploy screen to 
allow the user to request to freeze the delivery of the 
media-on-demand program. 

4. '(Currently amended) The system of claim 1 wherein 
at least the second one of the user equipment is configured 
to ek L - apioy provide an option in o dioplay screen to allow 
the user to request to have the delivery resumed. 

5. (Original) The system of claim 1 wherein the 
remote media-on-demand server saves a current position of 
the media-on-demand program when the request to- freeze 
delivery is received from the first one of the user 
equipment . 

(Original) The system of claim 5 wherein the 
media-on demand program is resumed on the second one of th- 
user equipment when the remote server retrieves the curren 
position and plays the media-on-demand program on the 
second one of the user equipment starting from the current 
position.
